Not the least wonderful featare of the most 


wonderftl battle in Charleston ‘harbor, op 
Tueaday of last week, ‘is that whieh has al-\ 
ready been universally noticed—the extracr- 
dinarily smal) list of casualties on both sides. 
side, and but one boy killed outright on the. 
rebel side. The man’s name was Epwasp 
Cons, s Quartermaster,’ Who came to 
his death by the. springing of 4 
bolt on the Monitor Nehent, by which his 
skull was fractured; the boy’s name was 
Awazns, a drummer lad, who was killed in 
Fort Sumter, There were also, ae we leam 
from the rebel papers, two o three men 
wounded at the batteries, who subsequently 
died ef their wounds. Beside. these fatal 
eases, there were twelve or thirteen men 
| wounded on our side, and apparently about as 
many on the rebel side. 

The similarity'in this respect between the 
late bombardment of Fort Sumter and its first 
bombardment two years ago, is noticeable. 
In the fightin 1861, there was no one killed 
on the rebel side, according to their own 
claims, and there ‘was none killed ‘on the 
Union side, until after the firing had ceased, 
when an explosion produced a few casualties. 

The rebels in the late fight fired over 3,500 
rounds of ponderous shot at our iron-clads ; 
and the latter threw 161 balls at, the rebel 
works, The firing wes hot and’ continuous 
for two hours, and at short range—some of it 
as close as 500 yardg. And. yet the loes of 
life was no greater than often takes place in 
duels between two men! .There is nothing 
like this in the previous annals of war.
